Sermon by 
CHARLES T. RUSSELL, 
Pastor Brooklyn Tabernacle 


‘LAZARUS, COME FORTH’ 


“With What Body Do They Come?” 
—Texas Viewed as a Large 
Cemetery. 


New York, May 7.—Pastor Russell 
reached yesterday at the Academy of 
fus.c to an overflowing house 
Crowds were turned away. The text 
was “When they heard of the resur- 
Tection of tue uead some mocked” 
(Acts xvii, 32.) Pastor Kussell made 
some prefatory remarks, explaining 
that although he had accepted the 
pastorate of the London Tabernacle 
congregation, this should not be un- 
derstood to imply that he had any 


thought of leaving American perman- | 


ently. He greatly appreciates the 
reverential spirit of the British, but 
this does nut signify greater love for 
the land of his fathers than for 
th. laud of his birth. He accepted 
the London pastorate with the clear 
understanding tnat he must not be ex- 
pected to serve tuere more than four 
months in the year. More and more 
he feels that his mipistry is a general 
one. He specially thanks God for the 
privilege of addressing ten million 
readers through the press of America 
and Great Britain. 

Pastor Russell remarked 
was not preaching for popularity, but 
to re-establish “the faitn once deliver 
ed to the saints,” which, in a marked 
degree, had been lost during the Dark 
Ages. He stood on the broad platform 
of the Word of God, unrestricted by 
any creed fences made by men. 
Was answerable no sect or party 
He had already discussed the Resur- 
tection subject for three Sundays and 
assumed that his interested hearers 
hac kept in touch with him during 
his absence, through the press reports 

As some who heard St. Paul preach 
the resurrection of the dead mocked, 
80, quite likely, many have mocked 
as they read Pastor Russell's ser- 
mons. Nevertheless, the Word of the 
Lord standeth sure: “There shall be a 
resurrection of the dead, both of the 
just and the unjust.’ It was the great 

eacher Himself who said, “All who 
are in their graves shall hear the voice 
of the Son of Man and: shall come 
forth; they that have done good unto 
the resurrecti.n of life—perfection— 
they that have done evil unto the 
resurrection of judgment,” crisis, trial 
(John vy, 28, 29; Acts xxiv, 15). 

To those that believe that the dead 
are more alive now than when they 
were alive, the doctrine of the resur- 
rection must, of necessity, be foolish- 
ness. And whoever logically believes 
in the resurrection of the dead must, 
of necessity, consider the popular 


views on man’s conditicn in death 
absurd in the extreme. There is no 
middle ground. Kither man is dead 


when he is dead, as the Bible declares, 
and can have no further knowledge or 
hope, pleasure or pain, until awaken- 
ed from dea. ; or else man does not 
die at all when he seems to die—a 
theory with which the Bible is at war 
and which we claim has no foundation 
in fact or reason. It is a mythology. 
The entire heathen world believe this 
theory to~<lay. The doctrine came into 
the Christian Church in oppos.tion 
to the “resurrection” doctrine long 
centuries ago — about the fourth cen- 
tury, when hordes of heathen were 
baptized and called Christians, with 
but slight appreciation of “the faith 
onee ablivated to the saints.” 

Numerous objections to the resur- 
rection are raised. It is claimed that 
it would be impossible for God to re- 
surrect the dead, if they were really 
dead. It is claimed that, if our Lord’s 
words were fulfilled and all that are 
in their graves should come forth. 
the earth would be so densely popu- 
lated that if stood on each other's 
heads several rows deep all over the 
garth there would not be room for 
them. It is claimed that it would be 
impossible to provide food and rai- 
ment for so many. The resurrection 
is denounced as contrary to the laws 
of nature, according to all the history 
of the past. 

The latter claim we admit. The res- 
orrection of the dead w.tl be some- 
thing out of keeping with anything 
in man’s experience. Only those who 
have an implicit faith in the Creator 
and in His promise will be able to 
receive this doctrine, which credits 
the Almighty with a Divine power ex- 
ceeding anything else that could be 
imagined 

As to the other points, let us see; 
Many wise men in public positions 
are very unscientitie, even when call- 
ed scientists. They sometimes jump 
at conclusions in an astounding man- 
ner. For instance, we all know how 
some of these scientific gentlemen 
laugh at the Bible’s records and de- 
clare that humanity has been upon 
the earth millions of years. If we 
ask for the proof they are astonished 
that their omniscience should be ques- 
tioned. They knock a chip from a 
block of stone, look at is wisely, and 
declare it so many millions of years 
old. Bat a new school geolggists is 
arising which takes note of the fact 
that many of the rocks were evidently 
formed just as we to-day set our con- 
crete blocks and turn them to stone 
within a few days. 

Let us take the Bible as our author- 
ity. Let us believe what it says: that 
man was created about six thousand 
years ago. Let us note the gradual 
progress of the race. A reasonabl: 
and, we believe, liberal estimate of 
the entire number of the race since 
Adam is twenty thousand millions 


Let us figure out how many square 
feet it would reeuire to lay them 
each full length in graves. Then turn 


to the atlas. Look at the number of 
square miles in the State of Texas 
Divide this into jare fect, and what 
do we find? We find that more than 
twice the number of our large 
mate of all who have ever lived could 
be buried in separate graves in that 
one state alone.

because putrefaction had set in—it 
was now the fourth day since his

Lazarus’ tomb, He fd not call him 
from heaven, nor from Purgatory, nor 
from a fiery hell, but from the tomb 
saying, ‘Lazarus, come forth!" And 
the dead one came forth, 

This wonderful exhibition of Hi- 
power the Lord gave, to the intent 
that His disciples then and sine 
realize that in Him is vested 
the resurrection power, by Divine ar 


| rangement, and that there is to be a 


resurrection of the just and of the 
unjust; that all who are in their 
graves are to hear His voice and come 
forth. The Church class will come 
forth to perfection of life on the spirit 
plane. The world of mankind will 
com? forth from the tomb imperfect 
as they went into it, and will all 
have a test, to prove whether they 
are worthy or unworthy of restitution

St. Paul held an imaginary discus 


| sion with deubters of the resurrection 


in his day. He has them inquire 
W: 1 what body will the dead return? 
H» replies that, as each kind of seed 
that is planted 
kind, so it will be in the resurrection 
ff the dead. Whatever kind of seed 
is planted in death, of the same kind 
ind nature will be the resurrection 
‘rop. The Apostle elaborates, showing 
that the whole world of mankind are 
of one kind of seed—human stock— 
and that therefore, in the resurrection 
time, they will come forth the same— 
humans. And they will come forth in 
practically the same ccndition in 
which they died. 

But if we shall suppose rye to re- 
present the human stock and can 
imagine a special treatment of some 
of that rye grain before sowing— 
changing it into wheat, then we would 
know that those changed grains would 
sprout and develop, not as rye, but as 
wheat. Thus the Apostle illustrates 
the resurrection of the dead — the 
Chureh. All are of Adamic stock. but 
few — the spirit-begotten 
Church—experience a change of na:

HOUSEKEEPING AT 99 YEARS. 


Remarkable Old Irish Couple Live In 
Neepawa, Man. 


Nearly a hundred years old. blind 
and nearly deaf, yet able to do all 
the housework for her husband and 
herself, including the baking—such 1 
the record of one who, if not the old 
est woman in Canada or the United 
States, is certainly the oldest woman 
able to do such work under such cir 
cumstances, says George R. Belton 
in The Courier. The baking part ot 
her work the writer can testify to, for 
when he called the old lady had her 
| hands in the dough, and before he 
left she had placed it under the stove 
to “raise” as some of us |\ave seen our 
grandmothers do. That she was blind 
was easil; proven by a simple test; 
her eyes also show in the photo 
taken, and she is so deaf that 
she is not aware that a stranger was 
in the room till her husband told her 
then by sitting close and speaking 
loudly she was made to hear, and her 
talk was one of unusual interest, even 
fo such c.rcumstances as those nar 
rated. 

Mrs. William Grimsby of Neepawa, 
Manitoba, is in her 99th year; her 
husband is ten years younger; togeth- 
er they form a pair that would arouse 
the interest of any visitor. Like many 
of the old people for whom Canada 
is noted, they are Irish. 

Mr. Grimsby was born in Ireland 88 
| years ago this summer; he crossed the 

ocean at twelve with an aunt who 

lied on the trip, and he arrived in 
| Canada alone, finding a brother and 
ther relatives near Kingston, Ont 
| \fter reaching manhood he was a 
snilor for filteen years, both on the 
treat Lakes and ocean-going vessels 
from Quebec. Meeting Sarah Jane 
Gallagher he married her and settled 
lown on a farm near Perth, Ont., 
riven her by her brother, and there 
they lived for over thirty years. When 
ver seventy he left for Manitoba and 
| settled as a pioneer near Estevan, 
| but after three years removed 
| other farm near Neepawa, succ 
| ly operating it for twelve year:

To talk to Mrs. Grimsby seems al 

t weird. She was born before the 
battle of Waterloo; eame to Canada 
as a child—and here the reader wi!) 
pardon a rather personal touch in this 
narrative, for she casually mentioned 
that her first teacher in Canada wa- 

Charles Norris Manly, and she was de 

lighted to hear that this man was the 
great-grandfather of her interviewer 

She further gave good evidence that 

her age was authentic, for she said 
that John Grange Manly, son of Chas 

Manly, was teacher in the school at 
“Oliver's Ferry,” as she called 

Smith's Falls, and was a year or so 
younger than she was. By looking up 
family records it was found that Rev 

John Grange Manly died in Toronto 

two years ago at the age of ninety 

five. Apparently there were many 
long-lived people amongst the settlers 
near Perth, for in Bowland’s ceme- 
tery, where the Bellamy Road forks 
toward Almonte, is buried Charles 

Norris Manly, aged ninety-nine, and 

near his grave may also be noted 

“John Rath, ane ninety-seven,’ 
“Mrs. James Smith, aged one hun- 
dred years and three months,”’ “John 

Marshall, aged one hundred and three 


years,” and “Mrs. John Marshall, 
aged ninety-eight.”

Menace of the Salmon,

ens the salinon fishing industry of

up the supply. Restrictive leg.slation 
has been attempted, but has not prov- 
en very successful. To les-en the 
danger the Canadian authorities have 
established several fish hatcheries. 
| The first was built at Bon Accord on 
the Fraser River in 1884, and since 
then nine others have been establish 
ed, and the Dominion Fisheries Com 
mission has recommended the estab 
‘ lishment of several more. 

It would scem that it would not 
be necessary for a large number of 
fish to reach the spawning grounds 
for it is estimated that each female 
salmon Coposits not less than 35,000 
eggs, so that, if all were hatched, and 
came to maturity, no river would be 
large enough to hold them Sut it is 
likely that not more than four per 
cent. are even hatched, and of these 
« large number come to grief before 
their four years of life are over, and 
| they return to perform their fune 
| tion in the perpetuation of the race

Justice Harlan dissented, claiming 
that cases already decided by the 
court and had determined only for 
all the words ‘‘undue” 
able’ and similar words were not in 
the statute. He declared that the 
reasoning of the court in arriving at 
its finding was in effect legislation 
which belonged in every instance to 
congress and not to courts. 

The opinion of the court, as an- 
nounced by Chief Justice White, con- 
tained more than 20,000 words. 

For nearly an hour the chief justice 
|diseussed the case from the bench. 
going over most of the points in the 
printed opinion, but not once refer- 
ring to it in order to refresh his 
memory.

| dominions and in my opinion it is the

| Text of the Lesson, Isa. v, 1-12—Mem- 


ory Verse, 11—Golden Text, Isa. v, 
22-Commentary Prepared by Rev. 
D. M. Stearns. 


Our lesson title, “Song of the Vine- 
yard,” must be considered in the light 
of the first verse, “A song of my be- 
loved touching his vineyard.” In 
Ezek. xv we learn that the only use of 
the vine is to bear fruit, and, failing 
in that, it is good for nothing. In 
John xv we learn that fruitless 
branches are gathered by men and 
burned, like the salt which has no 
savor and is good for nothing but to 
be trodden underfoot of men (Matt. 
v. 13). 

Verse 7 of our lesson tells us that the 
house of Israel is the Lord’s vineyard 
here referred to and the men of Judah 
His pleasant plant, but instead of 
producing the desired fruit they were 
yielding only wild grapes, described in 
the sixfold woe of the chapter and in 
Hos. x. 1, as an empty vine bringing 
forth fruit unto himself. According 
to the six woes, they were mighty to 
drink wine, enjoy pleasures, gather 
property, call things by their wrong 
names and sin. 

He brought them out of Egypt, cast 
out the nations before them and plant- 
ed them in a good land, but because 
of their sin He had to turn His face 
from them, and their only hope was 
in the man of His right hand, the son 


of man strong for God (Ps. lxxx, 
8-19). According to our lesson, He 
had done everything for them that 


could be done for a vineyard, but as 
in the parable of Matt. xxi, 33-41, they 
beat and killed His servants and 
even the heir to the vineyard also.
